It had been reported that Sen- 
ator Borah, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, intended 
to introduce a resolution after the 
holidays, calling for an Inquiry, but 
the Idaho Senator said today that 
if Latimer did not overstep hia in- 
structions, there would be no need 
for an investigation. 

Borah said he was against an in- 
vestigation which would not allow 
both sides to be heard. Senator 
King (Dem.) of Utah, however, 
said he would favor any investiga- 
tion which would “show up the rot- 
ten foreign policy this Government 
has adopted in Central and South 
America.” 


Senate Files Wanted. 


Both King and Borah said the 
Moses resolution requesting the
